FOREST FIRES. 
[Winnipeg Tribune. } 
There is a Chinese proverb something to 
this effect: ‘‘The sources of the rivers 
may be found in the spires of the pine 
ee.” 


There can be no question that the great 
pine family,clothing rocks and rugged slopes 
and stony ridges, encircling witha dense 
growth muskeg and swamp, is a great 
reservoir of moisture. This fact has been 
forcibly brought tomy mind by a mental 
contrast of a jouney taken by me in 1884 
between Edmonton and the Athabasca 
Landing and the condition of the country 
then and now. 

In May, 1894, after crossing the Sturgeon 
river north of Edmonton, the road was 
threngh a heavily wooded country, chiefly 
consisting of spruee, pine and tamarac. So 
much was this the case that we had on 
several occasions to use the axe to cut away 
fallen trees obstructing the road. 

The weather was warm and sunny, but 
frequent showers. The noise of running 
water was constantly heard,as small streams 
of ice-cold water crossed the road. The 
road was heavy, and there was a superfiuous 
abundance of mud holes, flies abounded, 
especially a small black fly. They took a 
cheerful and business like view of matters 
and did not fail to utilise the passing 
opportunity, otherwise the journey was 
more pleasant. 

] have just traversed the same road (May, 
1895). Afew miles beyond the Sturgeon 
we were traversing a country that has been 
barnt again and again. The charred re- 
mains of huge spruce trees are visible on 
every side. A scant growth of poplar and 
birch, most of it scorched by recent fires 
had taken the place of the dense growth 
that formerly clothed hills and valley. The 
air was dry, hot and sultry, the creeks that 
used to run at this time of year a full, foam- 
ing stream, are already low and sluggish, if 
not dried up. The further we advanced, 
the more burnt and blackened it became. 
Nor was the burnt area confined to the 
neighborhood of the trail. As we reached 
the ridge of the country, far to the right 
and tothe left, huge clouds of smoke in- 
dicated the existence of at least six or eight 
distinct fires. The whole country seems to 
be on fire. Only to-day while awaiting an 
opportunity to proceed north, a summons 
came for the mounted police, two members 
of which are stationed here, to help to fight 
the fire that is creeping down to the Land- 
ing. Both yesterday and to-day the sun 
has been entirely obscured by smoke. 
After 1] years residence in this part of the 
country I have never realized so much as 
now that unless some active steps are taken 
the whole country is deomed to become 
a treeless land. 


Nearly every year lam travelling over a 
wide extent of country reaching from the 
550 to the 590 N. latitude, and drained by 
the Athabasca and Peace rivers. Fires are 
constantly recurring over this large area. 
The crews of boats engaged in the fur trade 
let the fire run. Sometimes the Indians 
themselves are careless and start fires while 
travelling and the result is that where 
there {should be vast tracts of good heavy 
timber there are now but blackened re- 
mains. Should fires continue at the same 
rate as they are doing now this vast tract 
of ceuntry lying between the Saskatchewan 
to the south and Hay river towards the 
north, reaching from the Rocky mountains 
in the west to the country north of Prince 
Albert must be soon a great treeless waste. 


Now apart from the marketable value of 
the timber,and the effect it must have on the 
fur bearing animals, it does seem to me that 
in the interests of the country generally 
such a state of things is to be deplored. 

I have no books of reference accessible 
here and cannot therefore quote scientific 
authorities, but I think I am right in saying 
that there is an intimate connection be- 
tween trees and rain. A heavily wooded 
country especially when its hills and ridges 
are clothed with pine seems to attract and 
draw the rain. 


I cannot but think that this vast tract of 
country north of the Saskatchewan, clothed 
with dense woods attracts the clouds from 
the Pacific slope and becomes a conductor 
of moisture,not selfishly confined to its own 
hills and valleys but communicating the 
much needed rain to the comparatively tree- 
leas plains south of the Saskatchewan, from 
the Rocky mountains in the west to Win- 
nipeg in the east; in fact that whole area of 
country which is now forming the great 
arena of settlement. 

I started from Winnipeg early this month. 
The season has been unusually early. The 
longing along the route was for rain. A 
heavy shower rejoiced a wide section tra- 
versed by the C. P. R., but it was more the 
hope it rained than the actual result. 

At Regina I was told that in that section 
of country they have suffered from drought 
from the first two years and that many 
settlers had left and others were much dis 
couraged. At present there is too much 
appearance of yet another year of drought. 
It seems under these circumstances that 
everything should be done to prevent the 
great Northwest becoming a dry hot waste 
so subject to drought and cyclones like parts 
of Colorado, Kansas, Nebraska and Dakota. 
Prevention is better than cure. It would 
seem to be wiser totry and conserve ad- 
vantages we de possess than after letting 
them be destroyed seeking to replace them 
by the costly work of irrigation or the slow 
and ineffectual work of tree planting. Such 
aremedy may be practicable in a little 
country like Switzerland, but in this vast 
territory man’s mightest efforts would be 
puny and utterly insuflicient. 


There are two main sources from which 
fires spring inthe country north of the 
Saskatchewan. The chief source is alon 
the main routes of travel for traders al 
missionaries. An active patrol ot these 
routes during the open seasons especially 
during the dry hot seasons and the firm en- 
forcement of fines for letting fire run would 
at least do much to check, if it could not 
entirely prevent the evil. The other 
source is from the carelessness of 
Indians and trappers. Still, I think, if the 
Indians were given to understand that in 
their own intereste the government were 
determined to repress fires, and chat if they 


let Gives run they were in danger of falling ' 57 


into the hands of the soldiers, and under- 
going an enforced residence of a few months 
at Fort Saskatchewan or other police 
stations, away from their wives and families, 
I think that it would do good. Another 
cause isburning out hay swamps when the 
snow is off. 


At present a recklessnessabout fires seems 
generally prevalent. The idea that is 
uppermost in the mind of the ordinary 
freighters and travellers generally, in the 
north, that woods are a nuisance, rendering 
roads bad and travelling ditficult, seems to 
have permeated our scaut population. 
Trees are not only in their sight of no value, 
but rather soreth’ng itisasyv 1 te get rid 
of. There areth-n, these | e tracta of 
country north of the Sa: .atebewan, ranges 
of hills, sandy rdges ard; v valleys, 
all clotned by natve with a dense growth 
of the pine fam‘!y. L: ids that can never 
be available for farmiag purposes, whose 
only value can be as timber lands, and I 
think I may say, as not only reservoirs of 
moisture, but as rain conductors for the 
country generally. 

One cannot but think that this is one 
main purpose in their natural condition by 
an all-wise Providence; and surely the wise 
adjustment and proportion thus established 
cannot be recklessly broken up and destroy- 
ed without great loss to the climate, and so 
to the capabilities of the whole country.

PROM THE BARREN GROUNDS. 


Casper W, Whitney, commissioner to the 
Verven Grounds for Harpers, magazine, re- 
turned on Wednesday of last week from his 
northern trip, safe and sound and went on 
© New Vork on Friday's train. Mr, 
Whitney claime to hare reached « higher 
vorthern lJatitude than any other traveller 
of recent years in that part of the continent. 
Messrs Whiiney and Heming started north 


from Vidmonton for Fort

Fiamilton, Ont. Mr. Whitney pressed on 
and reached Fort Resolution at the entrance 
of the Great Slave river—a link im the 
chain which makes upthe Mackenzie—where 
itenters Great Slave lake. This post is a 
good many days journey short of the limits 
of the Barren Grounds, the range of the 
musk ox, without a sight of which the ex- 
pedition would have fallen short of its 
object. Lt took a great deal of negotiation, 
money snd time to induce an adequate 
party of Indians to start for the Barren 
Grounds in February with Mr. Whitney. 
He engaged an interpreter, who at the last 
moment backed out and left Mr. Whitney 
to face a partieularly hard and dangerous 
trip without knowing a single word of the 
language of the Indians upon whom the 
success of his visit and his very life depend- 
ed. However, having came so far he was 
determined not to be baulked and finally 
started out with a party of Indians driving 
six dog trains. The Indians trading at 
Resolution are the Dog Ribs from the far 
north and the Yellow Knives who occupy 
the country around and east of Resolution. 
These latuer have been the guides of travel- 
lers of recent yeare,but Mr. Whitney's party 
were Dog Ribs, under the leadership of a 
very reliable chief with avery difficult name. 
The route of travel lay from Resolation 
across Great Slave lake and still northward 
passing to the east of Fort Rae without 
fering it, and going twelve days travel be- 
yond the last wood into the true Barren 
Grounds, which took the party some dis- 
tance inside the Arctic circle. On the way 
Ms. Whitney saw four small bands of the 
musk ox and shot six, bulls, the heads of 
which he was successful in getting back to 
Resolution, having taken an extra dog 
train for the purpose. The tree Barren 
Grounds are « treeless, shrubless, sharply 
undulating country with a great deal of 
regular reck showing on the ridges, a 
region without a redeeming feature of 
Appearance, resource or climate, and yet 
where an animal of the cow kind can sup- 
port life. There are several kinds of moss 
growing on the rocks of this region and on 
the ground and this more is the food of the 
muekon, There is always enough of the 
rocks bare ol snow to carry sufficient mors 
lor their (winter support. They are very 


wild, but are ennily brought tw bay with 
dogs, which they evidently take for wolves, 
al eet ibemecive® in solid bodies to re 
oi, They thew fall an easy prey tolthe 


hunters The weather on the Barren 
Grounds Mr. Whituey describes as simply 
terrible, A high wind all the time packing 

the enow hard, acc mpanied by the most 
intense cold ranging from 40 to 70 degrees 
below zero, April ix the season during 
which the Indians genereliy go to the 
Barren Grounds to hunt the musk oz, when 
the weather has moderated somewhat and 
there is o certainty of a let up sometime. 
To go in February is very unusual and 
hence Mr. Whitney's difficulty in securing 
aparty. After bis return he decided that 
the interpreter he had engaged and who 
had backed out of going, had shown a com- 
mendable discretion. The horrors of a trip 
day after day through the bitter wind and 
cold, with noshelter and no wood that 
could make fire at which a man could warm 
himeelf, never getting even moderately 
warm either day or night or getting a warm 
well cooked meal, with the danger of actual 
starvation always at hand, may be imagin- 
ed but would have to be felt to be thorough- 
ly understood. The only fire the party 
used during their trip of 24 days om the 
true Barren Grounds was made from wood 
carried on the dog sleighs, just enough to 
boil the kettle and warm the fingers, but 
never enough to warm the bodies of the 
travellers. The round trip from Fort 
Resolution occupied something over 50 days, 
so that Mr. Whitney got back in April, re- 
crossing Great Slave lake on solid ice. 
His intention was to come up the Slave 
river on the ice to Fort Smith but the river 
was becoming unsafe for travel with dogs 
and he did not wish to wait for snow. So 
he travelled from Fort Resolution westward 
along the shore of the lake to the mouth 
ef Buffalo river which heads some distance 
west of Fort Smith and flows parallel to the 
Slave river. This river was open when he 
reached it with his Indian guides and they 
paddled end portaged up it until they reach- 
ol the portage across to Fort Smith on |
